A Drama of Real Life—Acted by Lee Sterrett 


The following unique tribute to Lee Sterrett, widely known actor and director, 


who died recently, appeared in The Erie (Pa.) Times, in 


a column headed What 


D'Ye Know?, written by Tom Sterrett, brother of Lee, and himself a former actor: 


““T know that I den’t feel much like writ- 
is column. The shock of my broth- 
er Lee’s death has been very great. I 
hadn't seen him for five years, and he 
was in Erie just a few hours when the 
eurtain rang down for Lee as Death took 
center and spoke the ‘tag’. It was swift 
drama of the sort. Lee loved to stage. 

“T know that Lee left New Orleans last 
Friday nicht, a desperately sick man. 
But the play must go on. For 35 years 
his slogan had been, ‘Get the curtain up.’ 
He must reach Erie, the town of his 
birth, to stage the last act of his own 
play. The scene plot called f it. 
Death, stand in the wings and awuit your 
cue! Yes, yes, we'll get to your scene 
in a minute, Death. But the stage must 
be set, you understand! Here props, a 
chair in that corner! Carpenter, let’s 
have a jog piece to break up the set. You 
at the pin rail, take a strain on your 


long line! 
“IT know that on the long trip from 
New Orleans to Erie, Lee kept alive 


thru the sheer habit of living, and keep- 
ing on one’s feet no matter what betide. 
Hospital chairs got him from the Illinois 
Central station in Chicago to the New 
York Central station. He woyld be due 
in Erie at 12:53 Sunday noon. The cur- 
tain must go up!. And likewise it must 
come down to end the play, but getting 
it up was the most important thing. You 
can't undo 35 years Of training in a min- 
ute. ‘Get the curtain up, get the curtain 
up.” must have been the music the rods 
and trucks of the train sang to Lee as 
the train went swiftly over the steel rails. 

“I know that I met Lee at the train 
Sunday noon. He looked ill, but told me 
he expected to be all right in a few weeks. 
The actor to the very end. He must have 
known that he was dying all the time. 
Surely he must have known! But there 
was a part to play, and it must be played 
so skillfully, and must be made up so 
well, that none but himself would know. 
So he joked and told stories. He kept us 
laughing. But it was only the comedy 
relief for the stern business that was to 
follow. He arose from his chair. He 
wavered and almost fell. I ran to as- 
sist him. ‘It is nothing—it will pass.’ 
He drew himself up to his full height, 
and with chest expanded. and lips tightly 
drawn, he reminded me of the old Viking- 
like father in Thelma that I had seen 
him play so many times. 


‘or a novel, 


“T know that every good plot of a play, 
must have a woman in it 
somewhere. Last week in New Orleans, 
the wife from whom Lee had been sep- 
arated, played in that city with The Stu- 
dent Prince Company. This good woman, 
now the wife of another, sought out Lee 
at his hotel, and found him desperately 
ill. She persuaded him to undertake the 
journey home—to Erie, where his family 
lived. She wired us that he was coming, 
and to be on the lookout for him. She 
provided the he: arg intere st—surprise, and 
all that. The drama was getting under 

way in its writing. The plot thickened. 
The cast of characters was c@mplete. It 
would be a good show. But ‘get the cur- 
tain up, get the curtain up.’ 

“T know that ‘half hour’ was called at 
New Orleans, ‘fifteen minutes’ at Chicago, 
and ‘overture’ at Erie. The curtain was 
up at last. ‘First act, places everybody,” 
Lee must have thought as the porter and 
myself! helped him from the train How 
well he played his part only those of us 
who were privileged to spend the last few 
hours with him will ever know. His act- 
ing was magnificent. His reading superb. 
We did not know, could not realize that 
the end of the play was so near. Yet, 
stage director that he was, Lee must have 
known it all the time. He was holding 
the script. It looked as tho he had 
staged it that way. 

* “T know that in the theater Lee loved 
to put on the swift-moving drama. Thing 
must happen, and happen quickly. If th 
action of the script wasn’t swift moving 
enough to suit him, Lee wrote in new 
business, new scenes. So, with the ‘cur- 
tain up’ at 12:53, Sunday afternoon, Lee 
saw fit to ring it down at 7 o’clock Sun- 
day evening, just as the ambulance 
which was conveying him reached Hamot 
Hospital. There was a contented smile 
upon his lips as Death took center and 
spoke the ‘tag’. It was the last thing Lee 
ever staged. But it was done magnifi- 


cently, in the grand manner. He was a 
fine actor. A fine director. And a fine 
fellow. They didn’t make ’em any better 


than Lee. Thruout the show business he 
was known as ‘a prince’. He was just 
that. 

“I know that I’m thinking of equipping 
myself with shock absorbers. First, in 
these past several weeks, it was Doctor 
Wright's sudden death that shocked me.

Theater Bills 
May Not Pass 


Slim Prospects _ for Measures 
Against Standing Room and 
Holiday Prices 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 15.—Altho two 
bills aimed to regulate the management 
of theaters were introduced in the Legis- 
lature this week, the prospects relative 
to their enactment into laws are slim. 
It is believed by many of the legislators 
that neither of the measures is consti- 
tutional. 

One of the bills proposes the pro- 
hibition of the sale of admission tickets 
to theaters unless a seat is provided. A 
clause is contained in the bill, however, 
stating that standing-room tickets may 
be sold to the standing-room capacity of 
the theater as may be determined by a 
local law or ordinance. Such ticket of 
admission shall have printed upon it the 
words, “This ticket entitles the holder to 
standing room onPBy.” The proposed law 
does not apply to carnivals, street fairs 
or circuses. 

The other -bill is aimed to prevent 
theater managers from charging an ad- 
vanced price of admission on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays. This section shall 
not be deemed to prevent the fixing of a 
special lower scale of matinee prices or 
of lower prices to ladies and children 
Where a special bill of added attractions 
is provided the bureau of licenses or 
other governing body may use its discre- 
tion and may permit an advanced price 
for tickets be charged. 

Both bills were referred to committees 
for consideration.

New Clause Would Fa- 
cilitate Arbitration 
of Disputes 
Equity Council! To Consider It 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—The recent 
award in the Daring Duchess case under 


the rules of the American Arbitration 
Association has presented the Actors’ 
Equity Association with a _ problem 
which may come before the council 
meeting of February 10. 

Many prominent members of the asso- 
ciation favor the inclusion in the stand- 
ard minin contract signed by actor 


and manager of a clguse providing that 
all managers furnish a substantial bond 
covering two weeks’ salary and trans- 
portation for all members of the cast. 
In the Daring Duchess case a bond had 


been furnished with the approval of 
Equity, Whose rules provide for the set- 
tlement of all disputes by arbitration. 


But there are hundreds of every 
season in which the actor, in his anxiety 
for work, waives the salary-bond pro- 
vision, only to find when the show fails 
that he has no effective method of 
collecting back pay 


cases 


All members of the Managers’ Protec- 
tive Association furnish adequate salary 
bonds, but Equity has no hold on other 


managers except thru its ruling to with- 
hold approval of the show unless the 
salary bond is given and to recommend 
that actors refuse to sign with it. This, 
however, is merely a ruling enforceable 
only by moral suasion. If a salary-bond 
provision were made part of the standard 
contract the actor would not only be as- 
sured of an adequate fund for the pay- 
ment of his salary, but would have the 


added advantage of a_ speedy and 
economical adjustment of any dispute 


over it thru arbitration. This is a very 
real advantage, because a great majority 
of disputes between actor and manager 


arise over salary or other monetary 
claims. 
The desirability of the settlement of 


disputes by arbitration was recognized by 
Equity in the very first agreement made 
betwet association and the manag- 
ers and has continued to be an important 
part of Equity’s policy up to the present. 
In the last year 56 disputes between 
actor and. manager were adkisted by 
arbitration under the rules the Ameri- 
can Arbitration Association In these

Jackie works on the silter thread in daring and difficult stunts in balancing, while 
the sister confines her contribution to an, ordinary Charleston number, Jackie 
made a couple of slips at this performance, probably due to nervousness and over- 
anxiety, but she is a classy performer. 

Max and Henry Gaudsmith have changed their former makeup and also 
their act, th@ present offering being more of the comedy acrobatic genre than the 
former clowning.

NEW YORK, Jan. 17. — The Laurier 
Palace Theater, Montreal, in which 77 
children lost their lives in a panic last 
week, had been supplied with vaudeville 
for over a four-year period by the John 
E. Coutts Vaudeville Circuit of this 
city. A B 
last week that the day the disaster oc- 
curred marked the first time this house 
was operated under a_ picture policy. 
Ameen Lawand, owner and manager of 
the Laurier Palace and three other Mont- 
real houses, the Dominion, Maisonneuve 
and King Edward, had advised the Coutts 
office the week before the disaster that 
he would try a straight picture policy for 
the week beginning January 2. 

Coutts had also been booking full- 
week vaudeville bills into the Dominion, 
Masionneuve. and King Edward. Fol- 
lowing the Laurier Palace panic the 
Montreal authorities issued orders bar- 
ring acts in the four Lawand 
houses The Coutts booking auxiliary, 
the Knickerbocker Vaudeville Exchange, 
reeeived wires January 11 from the man- 
agers of these houses canceling slated 
acts until further notice. Coutts books 
six full-week houses in Montreal and five 
others intermittently. While the official 
orders have not been revised or amended 
at this writing, those in the know here 
concerning conditions in Montreal declare 
that the ban against, stage acts in the 
Lawand houses is an emergency measure 
put thru by the city authorities in their 
dasire to satisfy the public clamor follow- 
ing the disaster. The houses discrim- 
inated against are of recent construction, 
and those affected by the ban are cer- 
tain that it will be lifted in several 
weeks, the Montreal public being assured 
by this time that there is no cause for 
undue alarm regarding the local theater 
safety situation. 

The Francais and Orpheum theaters, 
Montreal, also booked by Coutts, have 
not yet been affected by the investigation 
of local theater conditions. Both these 
houses are modern in every detail, ac- 
cording to Coutts officials, and there is 
not the least probability of the general 
hysteria of the city spreading its influ- 
ence toward the deletion of acts from 
these houses, owned and operated by J. 
Leon Petenaude.

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| DOWN THE LINE--- With J. Wilson Roy 


Whenever somebody says something about vaudeville or old-time variety, I am 
interested. That means, of course, provided the party of the first part says some- 
thing interesting. I know a great many people who talk a lot and never say any- 
thing interesting. 


But if anybody has anything to say about this variety or vaudeville game, 
they can always get my attention. If it is interesting I will give both ears, and if 
iz isn’t interesting, I'll just keep on smoking my pipe and let ’em talk. 


I would rather listen than talk or write about vaudeville—ancient and modern 
—but sometimes I am drawn into the written or spoken word about my favorite 
diversion. I had such an occasion the other day. 


Another vaudeville addict, evidently, wants to know something or he is fishing 
for an opportunity to draw me into an argument—and I hate arguments. So he 
wrote me. 


This sly old codger penned: 

“What's all this fuss about the centennial of vaudeville? What do you know 
about it? Does anybody care a hoot whether vaudeville or variety is 100 or several 
hundred years old? Does it really matter whether Columbus had a variety show 
on board his lugger while sailing in quest of this beautiful land way back in 1492?” 


Well, there’s a fine kettle of fish! Why shouldn't they make a fuss—whoever is 
doing such—over vaudeville’s 100th birthday anniversary? On the other hand, why 
all the pother? 


Is it necessary that I come right out and declare myself in favor of this 
biz birthday party or, on the other hand, does this old codger want me to put a damp 
rag on the jamboree? It looks as if this o. c. was setting a trap for me and 
whichever side of the question I take, he will open a battery of language in an 
effort to prove me all wrong. 


Some of those inquirers have that unhappy knack of carrying you along—in a 
friendly way, of course—then pounce on you like a wolf and eat you up. 


Well, I'm satisfied that this same old codger couldn’t eat me up; there's too 
mueh-of me. So I snap my fingers and openly declare that I don’t care which side 
o* the question he wants me to take. 


If he agrees with me, all well and good. If he doesn’t see eye to eye with me, 
then I give another snap of my fingers. 


Surely there is as much reason in celebrating a centennial as a sesquicenten- 
nial, even if the latter be half as long again as the former. Look what a mess 
they made of the sesqui in Philadelphia. The vaudeville anniversary celebration 
deserves a better fate. 


What if vaudeville is 100 years old? Are they not telling some of the jokes 
today that brought laughs from our ancestors? Sure they are! Who knows but what 
Victor Moore’s venerable skit, Change Your Act, or Back to the Woods, was not 
among the head-line attractions when variety was in swaddling clothes. The New 
Jersey funster actually bragged that he had played this comicality for 20 years. 
Think of that, then read the title of the skit once more. Vic. ought to have a 
celebration of his own. 


If vaudeville has been presented for 100 years, and been on good behavior for 
that time, then something ought to be done by way of showing honor and distinction 
to the two-a-day form of entertainment. 


But has vaudeville been in operation for a century? It has not. 


Variety was vaudeville’s predecessor. Somebody didn’t like that name, variety 
—or there may have been other reasons or excuses—so they gave it the more 
respectable title of Vaudeville. 


But can variety be traced back for 100 years or thereby? I wonder. 


Before variety there were the free-and-easies, singing halls, beer gardens and 
the like, and maybe they can trace some of these back for 100 years. 


You wouldn't expect the respectable folk in these days of “theaters de luxe” 
to celebrate the centennial of the honky-tonk or the beer garden or the free- 
and-easy? 


Why, then, do they want to celebrate the centennial of something that didn't 
exist 100 years ago? 


Vaudeville is not entitled to a centennial celebration—yet. At least I can't 
figure out just what all the fuss is about. 


I have my ideas, however, why this “auspicious event” is being pushed to 
the limit. I have my opinion why the centennial of vaudeville is being celebrated. 

I can't celebrate conscientiously or under the subterfuge that vaudeville is 
100 years old. I want to be fair, but I must be fair to myself first. A generation 
neo I was a variety fan and now I am what is known as a “vaudeville devotee”. 
Same thing, you say? Perhaps; perhaps not. 

Maybe the big fellows in vaudeville need more money. Maybe they want to 
bvild more “theaters de luxe”. Well, that's all right and quite commendable. 


Mavbe the vaudeville magnates want to revive interest in this form of enter- 
tainment and believe that with high-sounding titles, a corps of bugle-blowing 
heralds and an army of publicity experts they can swell the ranks of vaude- 
ville fans. 

That sounds reasonable to me. I am for more, more and still more vaudeville 
fans, addicts, devotees or whatever neme you want to give them. The more the 
merrier, and the more followers vaudeville has, the better entertainment we 
will expect. 

Suppose we all call a spade a spade. Let us get this centennial celebration 
just right. Let us drop the camouflage that is being put around our favorite 
diversion. 

All vaudeville adherents want to honor the entertainment. We want to give 
vaudeville every distinction that it deserves. But we don’t want to get the prospec- 
tive fans into a false mood. 

Let the heralds blow their bugles; let the publicity experts get in their best 
work for the good of the cause; let the big fellows revive interest in vaudeville. 
We are for all these worthy methods. 


But don't ask us to celebrate the centennial of vaudeville until the proper 


time. Then we can give the old diversion the merriest and heartiest celebration 
ever known in the show world. 
We all want to honor vaudeville, but we want to be fair and square 


The successor of variety deserves everything good that is coming to it. 


There's my answer to your question. 


about it. 
There you are, my old codger. 
As T said at the beginning, if you like my viewpoint—all right; if you agree 
with my opinion—well and good. On the other hand, if you don't like my 
viewpoint and don’t agree with my opinion, then there is nothing left for me 
but to keep my promise and snap my fingers. 
The matter is up to you, old codger. But you can't change my opinion. 
I can say lots more about vaudeville—any maybe I will.

Sharp had a similar act out two sea- 
sons ago. The current revue, which 
carries the standard bearer, a six-man 
orchestra, a tenor and a girl dancer, is 
not quite as elaborate in scenic details 
as its predecessor, but the routine, with 
allowances for the revamping of song 
bits, is practically the same.

pantomime. The girl remains for a 
Spanish number; kicking and whirling 
still featured in her steps. An orchestra 
bit follows, in which obbligatos are of- 
fered by the sax. player, violinist and 
clarinetist. 

The tenor’s next vocal bit, In a Little 
Garden, has the girl doing the identical 
stepping stuff all over again. The duo 
when reviewed took an after a 
faintly discernible hand. Sharp’s im- 
pressions of Pat tooney and George 
Primrose begin to liven matters up a bit.

There is not a dull moment in Miss 
Neilson’s current vehicle.

In a 
weird scare-crow makeup the male team 
offers a dancing-fool bit that proved a 
“wow” when reviewed. One of Miss 
Neilson’s best bets is her toe specialty, 
in which is demonstrated the loose- 
jointedness of her knees. The number is 
a rare combination of burlesque and 
grace. 

The vocal bits of the Chalafont Sisters 
serve a far more substantial purpose 
than breaking the implied monotony of 
straight dancing. In their two numbers 
they produce harmony of a brand that 
could easily be doubled in quantity with- 
out a decrease in audience appeal.

Not infrequently two songwriters will 
submit a song to a publisher and later 
cut in a leader who agrees to feature it 
over everything else in his books.

his discovery and intreduction of The 
Prisoner’s Song, was talking to Elliott 
Shapiro while the pair had luncheon at 
Mrs. Gerson’s tearoom at 48th street 


and Broadway. Dalhart, who also is a 
prominent phonograph artist. was telling 
about his experience when he first tried 
to interest recording managers in The 
Prisoner's Sona. For months none of 
the managers thought it was worth a 
nickel. 

“Nobody could see a market for that 
type of song,” Dalhart said. “But The 
Prisoner’s Song just happened to contain 
the kind of maudlin sentiment which stirs 
the hearts of mountaineers. To them the 
character in a song is just as attractive 
and interesting to them as some famous 
actor. And they never tire of hearing 
the song. When one record of any fa- 
vorite hill billy number wears out or is 
broken, the mountaineers purchase an- 
other. Lovers of hill billy songs want to 
hear and sing about real persons, hence 
practically every hill billy song written 
in mountain districts is about flesh-and- 
blood characters. Here’s an _ instance 
how hill billy songs spring into ex- 
istence : 

“A few years ago a young fellow living 
in the South went into a jewelry store to 
buy a ring for his girl. On getting hold 
of the ring he ran out of the store with- 
out paying for it. The jeweler’s cries 
attracted a cop, who gave chase. The 
young fellow shot and killed the cop and 
made his escape. Then a song was writ- 
ten around the robbery, murder and es- 
cape. It was recorded and had a large 
sale in the South and Southwest. 

“The young fellow went West, got into 
a shooting affair and was hunted by a 
posse, headed by a woman. Being too 
much of a gentleman to shoot a woman, 


he surrendered, which was responsible 
for a second song. This number also 


was recorded by several companies and 
enjoyed a big sale. 

“Since then the fellow has been tried 
for murder and robbery and sentenced 
to prison for life. And the writers who 
turned out the other two songs are now 
composing another about the same 
character. The first one had to do with 
ihe jewel robbery and the killing of the 
cop; the second with the surrender to 
the female sheriff, and the third with the 
bandit’s life sentence. 

“Many thousands of persons in the 
South knew and have read about this 
bandit’s activities and they will continue 
to play the records dealing with his 
career for many years to come. They 
prefer that sort of stuff to bird songs, 
moonlight and Black Bottom numbers. 
People in other parts of the country 
rarely hear one of these songs, neverthe- 
less they are steady sellers on the rec- 
ords for several phonograph companies.”

L. Lawrence Weber To Aid Columbia 


Consents To Act as Counselor-in-Chief in Promoting Finances 
for Annexation of Houses and a Different Type 
of Presentations 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—L. Lawrence Weber, pioneer of burlesque producing 
managers, more recently a successful producer of Broadway musical comedy pres- 
ertations, is coming to the aid of the Columbia Amusement Company as counselor- 
in-chief of the Board of Directors and financial promoter of the Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company and its subsidiary corporations in securing control of additional 
houses for an expansion of the circuit next season, 


When seen in his offices in the Long- 
acre Theater Building Weber freely ad- 
mitted that he had been approached re- 
cently by Messrs. Scribner, Mack and 
Hynicka to again identify himself with 
the C. A. C. in an advisory capacity, due 
to the continued illness of Rud K. 
Hynicka, treasurer, who, by imperative 
orders of his attending physician, is pre- 
paring to resign his position as treas- 
urer and financier, thereby leaving the 
Cc. A. C. with theatrical producers aplenty 
but without a practical financier in the 
maintenance of the circuit in securing 
control of desirable houses to replace 
those that from time to time become un- 
profitable. 

When seen in his office Scribner freely 
admitted that Weber had consented to 
come to the aid of the Columbia, and in 
the event of Hynicka's resignation as 
treasurer, Weber will be elected to that 
position by the Board of Directors, with 
the full indorsement of Hynicka. 

When asked if there would be a gen- 
eral reorganization of the C. A. C,, 
Messrs. Weber and Scribner were non- 
committal. 

When asked if there would be a change 
from the present policy of presentations, 
they both agreed that under existing 
conditions there would be no radical 
changes prior to the close of the reg- 
ular season some time in May. 

When asked what effect the Actors’ 
Equity Association penalizing players ap- 
pearing in legitimate shows on the cir- 
cuit would have on those presentations, 
Scribner said that the C. A. C. was not 
at all concerned with the players as long 
as the producers’ presentations met the 
requirements of the C. A. C.; as far as 
the C. A. C. was concerned the legitimate 
shows for the most part were drawing 
profitable patronage, and in the event 
that they failed to draw — sufficient 
patronage to make the houses profitable 
they would be ruled off the circuit and 
producers ordered to replace them with 
others, and it is optional with the pro- 
ducers if they put on legitimate or bur- 
lesque shows. 

While Messrs. Weber and _ Sceribner 
were noncommittal on change in policy 
of presentations for the balance of this 
season, and next season in prospect, there 
is every probability that producers will 
continue along their present policy for 
the balance of this season, but there is 
good reason to believe that with the 
counsel-in-chief of Weber that there will 
be no repetition of drama on the Colum- 
bia Circuit next season, due to Weber's 
many successes with musical comedy, 
which may lead up to the Columbia adopt- 
ing a different type of presentation at 
popular prices in obtaining houses for 
next season heretofore unobtainable for 
burlesque. 

With this prospect in view put up to 
real estate operators, Weber has al- 
ready negotiated for the control of thea- 
ters in Philadelphia, Cleveland and the 
south side of Chicago, St. Louis, Jamaica, 
L. I., and other desirable annexations to 
the Columbia Circuit for next season. 


Weber Wonder Worker 


Weber began his theatrical career more 
than 30 years ago as a promoter of 
theatricals that quickly led to his as- 
sociation with Weber and Fields, famous 
as the sponsors of what can be aptly 
termed legitimate burlesque. that had a 
successful run at the Music Box pater. 
on Broadway, south of Herald juare, 

The experience thus gained influenced 
Weber in promoting the production and 
presentation of several musical shows 
that finally resolved themselves into the 


Dainty Dutchess and Parisian Widows, 
two peerless burlesque presentations en 
tour under the directing management of 
Weber prior to his partnership presenta- 
tions under the firm name of Weber and 
Rush. Weber was one of the promoters 
of the Columbia Amusement Company, 
later becoming treasurer. 


Weber promoted the finances for the 
building of the Columbia Theater at 47th 
street and Seventh avenue, this city, and 
theaters in Baltimore, Toronto, Washing- 
ton, and other cities that came under 
control of the C. A. C. and its subsidiary 
corporations. 

Weber disagreed with Scribner some 12 
years ago and transferred his operations 
to the production and presentation of 
musical comedies on Broadway, that 
since then included such successes as 
A Pair of Sires, Fine Feathers, Nothing 
But the Truth, the latter starring Willie 
Collier; more recently Little Jesse James, 
Cobra, Mercenary Mary, Moonlight, Yes, 
Yes, Yvette, all of them having runs in 
Broadway theaters and en tour. 


Weber sponsored the production and 
premier presentation Thursday evening 
of Bye, Bye, Bonnie, at the Ritz Theater. 
Weber also holds controlling interest in 
the Longacre Theater, Little Theater, 
48th Street Theater, in this city, present- 
ing legitimate dramas and musical come- 
dies, likewise theaters in Flushing and 
Woodhaven, Long Island, presenting fea- 
tured films. 

He was one of the founders of the 
original Metro Film, an organization that 
offered him $100,000 yearly as counselor- 
in-chief, an offer that he declined, due 
to his many and varied theatrical inter- 
ests at the time. Weber at the present 
time is owner of the Apollo Film Ex- 
change. 

Why a man with Weber’s achievements 
has consented to associate himself with 
the C. A. C. is inexplicable, the only ex- 
planation having any logic, is his holding 
of equipment and scripts of many pres- 
entations that can be converted into a 
new type of burlesque for next season 
for the Columbia Circuit, and his well- 
known ability to secure financial backers 
and producers that will, in all probability, 
welcome the opportunity of becoming 
franchise-holding or operating-producing 
managers on the Columbia Circuit next 
season, with the equipment and _ scripts 
of Weber's past successes revised a la 
burlesque. 

With Weber in control of many houses 
and innumerable new shows on the cir- 
cuit next season, it is logical to assume 
that he will not only become counselor- 
in-chief, but directing manager-in-chief 
of the C, A. C. and its voting trust that 
controls the destinies of the C. A. C. 


Savoy Shows 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—With the pros- 
pect of a week's layoff between the Star 
Theater frooklyn, and the Trocadero 
Theater, Philadelphia, Charles J. Grow, 
manager of Carrie Finneil and Her Red- 
Headed Blondes, Mutual Circuit show, 
took a garmbler’s chance on Carrie's draw- 
ing ability and booked the week at the 
Savoy Theater, Atlantic City, N. J., a 
house recently dropped by the M. B. A.

With John Gilbert starred, Greta Garbo 
and Lars Hanson in his support, with 
Clarence Brown directing, and the 
scenario from the Sudermann novel, The 
Undying Past, to work with, it would 
have been difficult for M.-G.-M. t6 go 
wrong on Flesh and the Devil. The pice 
ture is a gem in comparison to recent 
M.-G.-M. releases, altho it has its mo- 
ments of inconsistency, far-fetched situe 
ations and glimpses of unnatural acting. 
A title here and there, too, obtrudes upon 
the otherwise smooth sailing of the film, 
and an effect of a misty morning is de- 
cidedly unnatural. 

The story, in effect, tells of the love of 
two men for each other, pledged when 
they were boys on a quaint fsiand they 
named the Isle of Friendship, and the 
struggle to keep their pledge after a 
woman in whose flesh the devil is incar- 
rated enters their lives. The character 
and the manner in which Miss Garbo in- 
terprets it is that of a beautiful woman, 
who half wittingly, half devilishly drives 
men to their ruin. Rather than her re- 
generation her tragic end by drowning 
makes the way clear for happiness for 
those who were under the influence of 
this type of devil. 

It is an absorbing tale, told with force 
end dramatic tension. There are scenes, 
too, when it becomes“melodramatic, but 
the tenor of the entire picture is even and 
sophisticated.

Some Plan Must Be Found for the Actors’ 
Fund 

It was evident from the discussion at 
the general meeting at the Hotel Astor 
January 10 that the membership of the 
association was not yet ready to accept 
the proposed tax upon each working actor 
for the benefit of the Actors’ Fund of 
America. 

But the meeting did not dispose of the 
question; it referred it back to the coun- 
cil for further consideration. The pres- 
ent yearly deficit of the Fund is between 
$40,000 and $50,000 a year under the de- 
mands now made upon it, and conceiv- 
ably will increase. 

Sor ehow, some time, a plan must be 
brought forward which will make up 
this deficit. It may not be this plan, but 
it will have to be some other which vill 
provide around £50000 each year from 
sources not now tapped. 

Since the Fund does not discriminate 
between actors and since Equity repre- 
sents only one branch of the acting pro- 
fession, it would seem only fair to as- 
sume that other actors should be willing 
to assume a part of this financing. 

But tho the council may negotiate with 
representatives of these other classes of 
actors it can legislate only for its own 
members, and only those measures could 
be considered by it which would involve 
the cvu-operation of Equity actors and 
actresses. 

Here is the situation as it seems to the 
council. The Fund is doing splendid 
work on an income several sizes too 
small for it It is living from hand to 
mouth and depending on annual benefits 
and the great good will enjoyed by its 
president, Daniel Frohman. 

But Mr. Frohman, who has given with- 
out stint of his time and talent for 44 
years, must inevitably retire eventually 
to the laurels he has so merited, and the 
Fund finds each year an increasing num- 
ber of worthy organizations which divide 
the contributions of the charitably in- 
clined. 

The present machinery is not adequate 
and its breakdown is only a matter of 
time. From somewhere the actors of this 
country must dig up the money required 
to administer it. 

What are you, and each one of you, 
willing to give, and give regularly, that 
the Actors’ Fund may be secure and 
continue its work as calls are made upon 
it. 

It’s $50,000 every year that is needed, 
and 50,000 is a lot of dollars at any time. 
It is a lot more when it is to be raised 
each year. 

The Fund is your Fund, and you will 
be the loser if it goes to smash. If you 


are not satisfied to pay 10 or 25 cents 
each week you work what would you be 
willing to pay and how would you see 
it collected? 

The council may have to figure out 
the plan, but you are going to have to 
pay the money, and you ought to be 
satisfied with the scheme in order to 
make its application reasonably certain. 
Think it over—it’s coming back to you 
again in some form, and you might as 
well know what it is all about. 


Discipline for Deserters Under Fire 

In the course of his speech on ‘the 
necessity for disciplining those members 
who had defied the association by ac- 
cepting prohibited engagements, Paul 
Du'lzell, assistant executive secretary, 
told the Hotel Astor meeting: 

“The reward for loyalty when this 
loyalty was maintained by the many in- 
stances of sacrifice on the part of those 
members who remained true to their ob- 
ligations will be the knowledge of the 
punishment of the deserters who put 
personal, selfish motives first and who, 
when found out and called to answer, 
would attempt to throw the responsibility 
for their unfaithfulness on imaginary or 
exaggerated obligations. 

“In my opinion, if the council] or the 
membership should allow emotion or 
sentiment to overcome reason in their 
judgment of these cases it will mean that 
all we have fought for and accomplished 
has been in vain, and those members who 
obeyed the instructions of their council 
by refusing the employment which tore 
down the established working conditions 
made their sacrifice only at a loss to 
themselves. 

“So your action today is being watched 
by all of the men and women who re- 
mained true to their organization. It is 
for you to say whether their loyalty and 
steadfastness is to be rewarded. 

“Your decision should be of such 
character that it will leave no doubt 
in the minds of those who ‘stuck to the 
ship’ that their effort has been appre- 
c ated, and the transgressors against the 
principles of Equity have been soundly 
and deservedly rebuked. By so doing 
you will bring home the fact that the 
rights of others must be considered and 
put real meaning in the association’s 
slogan, ‘All for One and One for All’.” 

The audience rose to the suggestion, 
‘and the penalties proposed were made 
even stiffer.

Most of us have had, 
at‘some time in our lives, to seek em- 
ployment at whatever we could find to 
do, even tho it might be not to our liking 
or with what we thought ourselves best 
suited to, so I hope to see the Equity 
lines being drawn tighter, and I would 
like for their own sakes to see every 
vaudeville and picture actor under its 
protecting arm. 

“I wish Equity a long life. You have 
already had what I call a merry one.”

The fund has sent 
our members to the hospital and cared 
for them for weeks at a time. One of 
our members, suffering from tuberculosis, 
has been kept in the mountains and 
cared for by the fund for months.

You (Mr. Blei), as my man- 
ager for many years, can vouch for this, 
and I also agree with my friends Messrs, 
Durbin, LeRoy and Carter; these sincere 
gentlemen have simply misconstrued the 
purpose or taken the article literally. 


“The fact of the matter is that the 
writer was Albert Monroe, of The Detroit 
Times, who called upon me expressing a 
heen interest.in magic, and divulging suf- 
ficient knowledge in its technique to in- 


to assist any visiting magician from the 
standpoint of publicity. Magic needs 
more men like him interested, therefore 
for the mutual good of all, I did not 
hesitate to teach him a few of my best 
small tricks and finished up by presenting 
him with the ‘Art of Magic’. Pe rhaps 
this surprised him, as he left by saying 
that he thought it rather unusual for a 
magician to show a willingness to lend 
any assistance to a beginner and conse- 
quently he made a story of it. Being a 
newspaperman he must sell his article to 
the public like a magician must sell his 
tricks.

McIntyre and Heath Hark Back 


And J. A. Coburn Adds a Few Words 


When McIntyre and Heath appeared in 


Atlanta, Ga., week before last the fol- 
lowing article by Paul Stevenson ap- 
peared in The Constitution: 

Old-time days in the show business 


when meals were sometimes skipped thru 
force of adverse circumstances and when 
actors were lucky enough to draw down 
$1,000 a séason instead of several thou- 
sand dollars a week were recalled vivide 
ly and whimsically in Atlanta Wednesday 
by McIntyre and Heath, famous minstrel 
and musical comedy stars who are fill- 
ing a week’s engagement at Loew’s 
Grand Theater. 

“The only thing about Atlanta that 
looks like the old days of the late ‘70s 
when we organized a minstrel show here 
is the group of buildings around Five 
Points,” Mr. McIntyre said. “All the 
rest of the city has changed so in ap- 
pearance that I can hardly recall any of 
the old landmarks. But there are a few 
buildings around Five Points which are 
just like they were when we played here 
about 50 years ago.” 

McIntyre and Heath, altho they have 
appeared on the stage as a team for 
more than 50 years, are both vigorous 
and able comedians. They presented their 
sketch, The Man From Montana, at 
Loew’s Grand Theater during the first 
half of the week and Thursday they will 
present for the first time here their new 
sketch, Flying to Jail, which also will 
be given at the Friday and Saturday per- 
formances. 

“Yes, things have changed since we 
started in the show business,"" Mr. McIn- 
tyre continued. ‘“Minstrelsy has changed, 
altho I do not believe it will ever lose its 
popularity. Minstrelsy is in favor every- 
where today. There is Eddie Leonard's 
company playing vaudeville in New 
York; scores of such acts are on the 
road and while there are not as many 
organized minstrel shows on tour, there 
are equally as many people engaged in 
the black-face art as any time in the 
history of the country.” 

Mr. McIntyre said there could be no 
more popular form of amusement than 
good singing, pretty music by an Ore 
chestra on the stage and good, clean 
black-face comedy. 

“The only thing lacking now is a 
galaxy of star performers like we used to 
have in the old days,” he said. “They 
are all specialists these days and do not 
get the thoro training in all branches of 
the art like we did in the old times.” 

Altho still active on the stage, Me- 
Intyre and Heath were in harness when 


such stars as Lew Dockstader, Al G. 
Field, William H. West, George Prim- 
rose, Doc Quigley, Tommy Donnelly, 
Milt G. Barlow, Harry Ward, J. A. Co- 
Lurn, Neil O'Brien, Eddie Mazier, Eddie 
Leonard, Al Jolson, Arthur Deming, 
John W. Vogel, W. S. Cleveland, Dan 
Holt, Bert Swor and other stars were 


boys breaking into the game. Many of 
these stars have died or left the stage, 
but MeIntyre and Heath apparently will 
go on forever, 

Mr. MelIntyre said the greatest success 
of the team was scored in The Ham Tree, 
but that MeIntyre and Heath Minstrels 
also won much faver. “We stuck to The 
Hiam Tree just like many other actors 
stuck to a big success,” he declared. “Joe 
Jefferson never could get away from 


Rip Van Winkle. Denman Thompson was 
a long time in The Old Homestead and 
we just fitted into The Ham Tree better 
than any of our other acts.” 

One of Mr. MclIntyre’s friends recalled 
the fact that he had heard his father 
speak of seeing McIntyre and Heath on 


his wedding trip more than 50 years ago 
at Gadsden, Ala. 

“That's right, I remember playing that 
town,” he said. “The opera ‘house was 
upstairs. I remember there is a beauti- 
; waterfall near that place which we 
visited on that trip.” 

The memory of each comedian is ree 
miarkable. Each spoke of the days, dates 
and places of 50 years ago as tho they 
had visited these places last week. 

The old minstrels spoke interestingly of 
Gays when they toured Georgia with a 
wagon show and other later trips thru 
the State as stars of their minstrels. 

“But things have changed, things have 
changed,’ McIntyre said. 


The article caught the eye of J. A. 
Coburn, whose memory was so pleastr- 
ably touched that he sent in these addi- 
tional facts, which ought to give all the 
boys a kick: 

In 1892-’3 I and several performers 
mentioned by McIntyre and Heath in The 
Atlanta Constitution, together with Lew 
Baldwin, then Coburn and Baldwin, musi- 
cal comedians, were en route with a 
well-known minstrel company. carrying 
30 genuine colored musicians and per- 
formers, 35 whites, 9 Japs. and il 
Arabs, about 80 people. 

The route from New Orleans east and 
rorth was “wildcatted” by “Bill, our 
manager, with all-night rides, morning 
parades, daily matinees and night shows, 
until we were absolutely worn out. While 
the theaters were packed to the doors, the 
receipts were inadequate to pay salaries 
and expenses. We played Atlanta en 
route, of course, and finally reached 
Richmond, Va., early in March. During 
the night show “Bill” came thru the 
dressing rooms as usual, slipping us a 
$5 or $10 bill to cover hotels and eats, 
but there seemed to be considerable haste 
and strained concentration in our worthy 
manager’s efforts, and I became con- 
vinced the “blowoff” was right now. It 
was Saturday night and no route ahead. 

I sent Baldwin to Cap Putnam's Vari- 
ety Theater before the show was out to 
see if there was a chance for us at that 
theater for the following week. Putnam's 
was a 7:30 p.m. to 2 a.m. program, fea- 
turing the bar and wine room, with 
plenty of intermissions. We secured 
work, and had to remain there three 
weeks to get enough money together to 
get back to New York and have “eats” 
long enough until we secured another 
job. 

On arrival at New York Baldwin went 
out to meet friends I drifted to 14th , 
street, then the center of booking offices 
and theaters. It was cold. I went into 
Weith’s 14th Street Theater and “up”, I 
not “down” stairs. I was not much in- g 
terested in the “bdill’’—sore, discusted 1 
broke and blue.

Lack of knowledge of Hebrew is no 
barrier to full enjoyment of this presen- 
tation of Henning Berger’s drama, The 
Deluge, by the Moscow Theater Habima, 
for the Muscovite aggregation challenges 
Shakespeare’s declaration that “the play’s 
the thing.” Such individual competency 
as this group of players exhibits is de- 
lightful, and enables one to forget the 
nany shortcomings witnessed where na- 
tive actors are concerned. 

The current production resolves itself 
into a full evening’s entertainment of 
superior order, wherein elocution, diction, 
gesticulation, stagecraft and the other 
attributes of legitimate acting are ever 
present. The direction is faultless and 
parallels the intelligence of the finished 
artists. 

The story of The Deluge is too familiar 
to entitle it to more than passing notice, 
and the present interpretation appeals as 
something thoroly in keeping with the 
ideals of Muscovite production.

sure, but they arise from nothing better 
than vaudeville gags and burlesque show 
situations whereas they might have been 
rade really smart and have a strong ap- 
peal for those who laugh with their 
brains.

The title, too, is not in its favor—it

The only way to guarantee against 
accidents of this kind taking place in 
any theater is by seeing to it that more 
than reasonabie precautions are taken 
by every theater. 

The fundamental requirements are 
simple and obvious. They consist of: 

Plenty of wide exits on both sides 
and at both ends of the ground floor. 

Doors opening outward. 

Lighted notices, clearly visible at all 
times, above every exit. 

Wide stairways, preferably without 
any turns, to balconies or galleries. 

Swinging doors at the bottom of 
stairways, and no doors at all at the 
top. 

Emergency exits, with wide doors 
swinging outward, from balconies and 
galleries to the street level. 

Testing of all fire exits before the 
beginning of every show. 

And imperative instructions to all 
house attaches to observe the law in 
regard to little children!

The Circus Institution 


“That which pleases long, and pleases 
many, must have merit. In this cate- 
gory the circus, as a distinctively Ameri- 
can institution, may be properly listed.” 

These words, simple yet eloquent, and 
logical enough to admit of no question, 
are taken from Robert Edmund (Bob) 
Sherwood’s_ recollections of an old 
clown, just published under the title 
of Here We Are Again! 

Every year, just as spring is about 
to break, the time-worn cries about the

The oldest oldtimers say that they 
have heard the complaints annually since 
they were kids. 

Yet the circus and the carnival have 
persisted, and are still here, bigger and 
better and cleaner than ever, and will 
remain for years and years to come.

It may aptly be said, “Show me a 
circus knocker and I’ll show you a 
man who would knock anything—on 
principle.”

Emancipating the Drama 


Chicago has been nursing an ambi- 
tion to become the Abraham Lincoln of 


the drama. 
The Windy City i anxious to 
emancipate the American theater from 
It wants to bust the Broadway bosses 
I end out so many second-rate 
and third-rate casts. - 
That the drama is in need of 
emancipating goes without saying, but 


whether Chicago can do the trick de- 
pends entirely upon how the would-be 


emancipators go about the task. 
Mrs. Insull, looked upon as one of 


the main pillars in the campaign, has 
withdrawn her forces. 

‘laygoers did not cotton up to her 
repertory venture, and, altho she could 
well afford to lose a thousand a week 
for years, the lack of incentive for such 
expenditure apparently is what induced 
her to quit. 

Just a fair measure of appreciation, 
regardless of box-office results, might 
have been enough to keep Mrs. Insull 
at her self-appointed task. 

But that appreciation was not forth- 
coming, and it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that she gave up, not because of 
the money being lost, but because she 
was getting no satisfaction out of the 
undertaking. 


Theater Curtain Time 


Now that New York has had a 
3 a.m. curfew imposed upon its cabarets, 
maybe the theaters will have more suc- 
cess in getting most of their patrons to 
come early enough so that the curtain 
can go up on time. 

Nearly all late comers belong to the 
class of pleasure seekers who go from 
the theater to the supper club, and as 
long as the clubs were allowed to keep 
open all night it did not matter much 
to the joy hounds if they started out 
half an hour or an hour late for their 
evening’s round of fun. 

With the time limit cut down, how- 
ever, there may come a change. 

The principle works both ways, and 
conversely over in Berlin, where the 
midnight lid is now off until 3 a.m, 
there is a movement on foot to set back 
the opening hour for theatrical per- 
formances. 

Until a short time ago 8 p.m. was 
about the latest curtain hour for Berlin 
playhouses. Even 7:30 is still not un- 
usual, while some of the lengthy operas 
begin as early as 6:30. 

But now the tendency toward later 
openings is beginning to make itself 
felt. One of the big vaudeville houses 
has even taken a vote among its pa- 
trons to determine whether they want 
the shows to start at 8:30. 

As far as New York is concerned, the 
early curtain is by far the most ad- 
vantageous to the theaters. 

It means an appreciable amount of 
extra businesses from commuters who 
must catch the 11:45, and from those 
others who are habitually or domestically 
out of accord with late hours.

Incidentally, this enterprising master 
stroke on the part of Arliss marks 
him as one of the keenest business men 
in the theater today, and accounts in a 
large measure for the great success of 
Old English while other roid shows 
are failing right and left. 


Cores and Encores

Growing competition is forcing the 
movie theaters to go after business more 
diligently than ever. Among the means 
employed to this end is a greater use of 
street railway advertising, 


The movies have the upper hand in 
the entertainment game right now, and 
they are playing it for all it is worth. 
The harder they play it, the sooner it 
will be played out, 

If the movies don't quit portraying 
newspapers and newspaper men in a 
distorted, unenviable light, the “fourth 
estate” is liable to forget that it is sup- 


posed to co-operate with the film busi- 
ness. 


The actual process of legal stage cen- 
sorship might not in itself make the 
plays cleaner, but the producers’ fear of 
what censorship is liable to do to their 
plays if they overstep the bounds of 
decency would surely have some effect. 


Walter P. Chrysler, the automobile 
man, has appealed to municipal authori- 
ties and motorists to remedy such con- 
ditions of traffic as will make possible 
the restoration of the circus parade 
everywhere. He says no child should 
be denied the experience of witnessing 
a circus parade. Here’e one big man 
who remembers when he was a kid. 


One of the latest play releases by 
Robert J. Sherman is advertised to the 
trade as “written for the tent shows-—— 
novel plot—not a suggestive line, no 
swearing, no drinking scenes, nothing to 
offend.” This is something that should 
be brought to the attention of the in- 
dividuals who are opposed to tent dra- 
matic shows on the ground that the en- 
tertainment they present is not “moral”, 


Just because the members of a mu- 
sical show put on a spicy performance, 
it does not follow that the performers 
lead a spicy life in private. The public 
is so queer. It wants naughtiness in its 
entertainment, but it seems unable to 
disassociate the naughtiness presented 
for commercial purposes as something 
quite apart from the performers as they 
appear and deport themselves off stage. 


Under the terms of its new lease the 
Folies-Bergere Theater, which is op- 
erated under the protection of the 
ministry of the interior as a source of 
revenue to care for the blind, will turn 
over for relief purposes 1,000,000 francs 
capital, 300,000 francs rent, and 7 per 
cent of the receipts from the revue, 
Folies-Beracre. Thus the “wickedest” 
theater in Paris becomes one of the most 
philanthropic institutions in France. 


British playwrights, producers and

January 2, 
Editor The Billboard: 

I am not exactly a century plant my- 
self, but I belong to the class known as 
the “oldtimers”, meaning that my period 
of service before the public began before 
the turn of the 19th century—a good 
while before it, to tell the truth. Now I 
amon tie retired list, < 1d have been for 
about 15 years, so there will not be many 
who remember me. 

But I like to keen in touch with the 
world of make-believe. and do so regu- 
larly with the aid of Old Billyboy. Once 
a trouper, always a trouper, you know. 

The big celebration that has been go- 
ing on lately in honor of the 100th anni- 
versary of vaudeville is something of par- 
ticular interest to me. I can remember 
when the first cry, 0 the first that ever 
came to my attention, was made about 
the passing of vaudeville. This must have 
been 50 years ago, and even in those days 
there were showmen and others who pre- 
dicted that vaudeville, or variety, had 
only about 10 more years to live. Yet 
here it is 50 years later, and the old 
horse is still alive. 

Now there are cries here, there and 
everywhere that the moving pictures will 
soon back vaudeville off the boards, and 
some persons seem to be taking the pre- 
diction very seriously. Well, maybe 
something will happen this time. Fifty 
years ago there was nothing to take the 
place of vaudeville, so the grme was 
safe; but now we hav- the movies, the 
radio, the automobile, and what not. 

Nevertheless, if an institution can 
live and develop for 100 years, there is 
just as much chance that it can continue 
for another 100 years—and beyond that. 
I don’t believe in the “coming back” 
principle, i. e., that a business-or class 
of entertainment can die out and, after 
it has been forgotten, come back again 
and regain popularity. I cannot find any 
such instances in history. A thing either 
must keep on, in some form or other, or 
it dies and stays dead. 

So vaudeville, if it feels itself slipping, 
should look around for a way to adapt 
itself to the requirements of the present 
day.

Com- 
parison of these various licenses shows 
some ridiculously wide ranges of license 
liability for conducting the same kind of 
business, viz: If you are a local theater 
owner, the city charges you 96 cents a 
day for selling your patrons entertain- 
ment, but if you are a transient circus 
owner, it is necessary to pay the city 
$1,000 to entertain your patrons for a 
day; if your shooting gallery is the 
“home brew” variety, you pay a license 
of $1.66 per day; if you are a “trouper” 
in the shooting gallery business, it costs 
you about $16.66 per day to get that little 
permit from the city clerk, commonly 
called a “license”’. 

Of course, there is no use to rave about 
the inconsistent ts of city aldermen, 
but “freedom of speech” is a Constitu- 
tional privilege that we fortunately en- 
joy, so I say once*more as an annual re- 
minder, there is inconsistent license regu- 
lations in Savannah.

which time claims should be submitted 
and passed on by your officials. The final 
disposition of the total moneys paid into 
this fund would then be distributed to 
the local units suffering loss by rain. 
There were several associations that sent 
in their money when this plan was sub- 
mitted, but we did not secure the required 
number as provided by law, and therefore 
the checks were returned to the societies 
that wished to participate in this plan. 
This plan was not urged upon the dif- 
ferent county organizations by the officials 
of the Federation, for the reason that it 

is to be a purely co-operative proposi- 
and we felt that it should be op- 
tional whether or not the different county 
units wished to participate. I have no 
doubt but that this idea has merit, but 
I am still of the opinion that this should 
be a matter that should be decided by 
each association for itself. 

“We are anxious to give you help. In 
event your contracts are violated, and, if 
you suffer loss thru the failure of some 
agent to live up to his contract, submit a 
complaint to the secretary in the form of 
an affidavit, and it will receive careful 
consideration. Unless adjustment is satis- 
factorily made by the party in the wrong, 
it will be reported at the annual meeting 
for final disposal, 

“Dates for the next year’s fairs should 
be decided before the State convention in 
January so they could be advertised at 
the annual convention. I have come to 
believe that many thousands of dollars 
could be saved in buying attractions if 
the county units were organized into 
larger units, say six or eight fairs banded 
together in circuits, and a committee ap- 
pointed for each circuit to contract for 
the entertainment desired, and then this 
committee to see that all contracts are 
lived up to and satisfactory, and finally 
paying for the acts when fully satisfied. 
I am sure that booking agents would wel- 
come such an arrangement, and I am 
positive vou would not be embarrassed 
by any unsatjsfactory occurrence caused 
by failure of entertainers not being on 
hand to perform.” 

“The task of selling the idea that agri- 
culture is the greatest project in Min- 
nesota is a big one, and deserves the at- 
tention and careful co-operative thinking 
of all those entrusted with this task, and 
the more we can get the boys and giris 
of our State interested in this great game 
of competing against one another at the 
county and State fair, the more we will 
come to realize the fact that we are 
nearer our goal.”

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 13.—The third 
annual meeting of the Ohio Fair Man- 
agers’ Association came to a close hers 
today, the meeting being the largest in 
the history of the organization since thé 
amalgamation of the Ohio Managers and 
the Ohio Fair Boys some three years ago. 
The registered attendance was more than 
600 delegates and at the banquet Friday 
evening more than 500 people were served 
in the dining room of the New Neji 
House.

1, 1928. 

Another resolution was presented to 
the Legislature, now in session, asking 
it to restore the County Fair Ta 
which was abolished some two yaars azo, 
which gave the County Commissioner th 
right to levy a tax that will give 
County Fair from $1,500 to $2,500 for 
operating expenses.

Amusement Parks 


in the Twin Cities

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 16,—The 
Amusement Park situation in Minneapolis 
and St. Paul

is pecullar and should pro- 
thought for park men everywhere, 
and especially those interested in locating 
new territory. The combined populations 
of the Twin Cities and the surrounding 
small towns total 750,000. The weather 
s normal and there are no blue laws. 
there are only three comparatively 
small amusement parks to cover this vast 
territory. 

They are Wildwood Park, on White 
Bear Lake, 15 nfiiles out of St. Paul; 
Fore&St Park, just outside the city limits 
of Minneapolis, and Excelsior Amusement 
Park, on Lake Minnetonka, 18 miles out 
ot Minneapolis, a new development by the 
Fred W. Pearce Corporation. 

Wildwood for 26 years and Forest for 
20 years have weathered financial storms 
that knocked the bottoms out ef fully 15 
umusement park enterprises floated in 
the Twin Cities during those years, among 
which was the well-known Wonderland 
Park. 

The coming of the new Excelsior 
Amusement Park with its giant coaster, 
airplane swing, skooter, caterpillar, mini- 
ature railroad and beautiful carousel was 
a new sensation, and its construction was 
the talk of the town during the spring 
of 1925. 

Vhen the park was finally opened it 
did a large business. All summer long 
Excelsior was a household word, altho 
there had been a comparatively small 

nount of advertising by the company in 
Minneapolis proper. Three new rides 
were added the following spring to take 
care of the business.

Amusement Park and general superin- 
tendent of the Fred W. Pearce Amuse- 


ment Coneessions thruout the country, 

the decrease in business at Excelsior 
in 1926 was largely a result of weather 
conditions combined with a general wave 
or depression which is affecting business 
everywhere. Mr. Addison looks for a good 
season this year and has just completed 
a new fun house and is’ beginning work 


on a large picnic pavilion. 

Forest Park did a normal] business dur- 
ing 1925-’°26. It has no rides, except an 
occasional merry-go-round and ferris 
wheel. Its main revenue is from its 
dance pavilion, open-air theater and con- 
cessions. 

Wildwood Park, before 1925, had had 
only a small coaster and a portable mer- 
ry-go-round and ferris wheel for its rides, 
and its principal source of income was its 
dance hall, bathing beach, concessions 
and picnie pavilion. Many improvements 
wore made during 1926-’26. 


The Capitol Amusement Company, Inc., 
and the Amusement Service Corporation, 
both headed by R. H. Cusick, installed a 
skooter, mysterious sensation, skee-ball 
alleys, giant airplane swing and a tilt-a- 
whirl. 

The Philadelphia Toboggan Company 
supplied a beautiful three-abreast carou- 
sel to take the place of the smaller swing, 
the building for which was furnished by 
the street railway company, owner of 
Vildwood, and as a crowning attraction 
the small coaster was

replaced by a 


type giant coaster, 
this latter installed by the Fred W. 
Pearce Corporation of Detroit, and is 


similar to the one at Excelsior. 

Business at Wildwood increased over 
1925 and altho business fell off considere- 
ably during the following season the ene 
terprise could by no means be called a 
failure. 

Showmen here seem to be of the opinion 
that the success or failure of Excelsior 
Amusement Park during the next few 
seasons will determine largely whether or 
not the Twin Cities are at last ready for 
new park developments. There are many 
good locations available here for amuse- 
ment park sites. The highways are well 
paved, lakes are numerous and there are 
three-quarters of a million people as a 
further inducement. 

Tt is hard to account for the numerous 


failures in amusement park ventures 
here. Peter J. Metzdorf, manager of 
Wildwood Park for many years, is of 
the opinion that the existence of a large 


number of free beaches owned and opere 
ated by the detract greatly from 
the number of possible park patrons, but 
he says there is also a possibility of a 
large part of this loss being compensated 
for by the influx of tourists which are 
attracted to the Twin Cities every sume 
mer by the numerous lakes and resorts.

are, however, no 
these beaches other than the bathing. 
Riding devices, shows, concessions or 
amusements of any nature are prohibited 
by the Park Board from operating at 
these beaches, and consequently it is easy 
to suppose that if such a beach were 
privately owned and equipped with those 
attractions people would patronize it in 
preference to the others. Wildwood Park 
is a good example of this. 

Most of the parks that failed here in 
the last 20’years were small parks, the 
development of which had been brought 
about by the sight of the sturdy success 
of Forest Park, in Minneapolis, and Wild- 
wood park, in St. Paul. In all probability 
they would have failed anywhere, and the

music must be rendered to interpret the 
action of the pantomime artistes and 
choruses in pageantry. In the matter of 
directing, the show world has too few 
people to serve in that capacity. Gentility 
and refinement are principal assets. The 
producing companies have this because, 
for one thing. a director is assured a 
good living and jis paid regularly without 
having to write or wire for money. In 
programs, banners, contests all re-

ceipts go into the gross receipts, and the 
director’s ambition is fired because he 
gets a commission on the company's 
share; however, in the meantime he 
has his regular salary 

A pageant is usually a week's cele- 
bration and people expect something to 
go on during the day and early evening, 
wherein a carnival would fit nicely: 
however, absolute quiet must reign dur- 
ing the pageant—and that would mean 
concessions and shows should close 
down,

“The Actors’ Equity Association is 
sincerely rry that Sam A. Scribner, of 
the Columbia Burlesque Circuit, feels 
that Equity is discriminating against the 
Columbia Circuit or has unfriendly feel- 
ings toward it or any of its officers and 
managers. Equity has always had, and 
has now, the kindliest feelings toward 
Mr. Scribner himself and his organiza- 
tion, and would view with regret any 
departure from their present relations. 

“Mr. Scribner had had misrepresented 
to him the action of the general meeting 
of this association at the Hotel Astor last 
Mond The meeting did pet refuse 
support to the Actors’ Fund. I did feel

at the plan presented at the time was 

ot suitable or practical, and referred it 
back to the Council for further considera- 
tion, and later to be referred to another 
meeting or a referendum. 

“Far from refusing to contribute to the 
Actors’ Fund, Equity has since 1920 made 
it a standing rule that all benefits in 
which its members appear should give 10 
per cent of the receipts to the Fund. This 
10 per cent is also contributed by Equity 
from the proceeds of entertainments un- 
der its own auspices and for its own 
benefits. Equity also recently contributed 
$1,000 to the Actors’ Fund in connection 
with tables sold for the Frohman Testi- 
monial Dinner, and its Council is even 
now working on some plan which will 
reduce or eliminate the deficit of the 
Actors’ Fund more acceptably than the 
proposition laid before Monday’s meeting. 

“With regard to the suspension of cer- 
tain members who happen to be playing 
over Mr. Scribner's circuit, their suspen- 
sion was not because of their playing on 
the Columbia Wheel, but because in ac- 
cepting those engagements they had de- 
fied the Association and had accepted 
conditions not permitted by Equity as a 
voting body of actors. 

“At the time the two producers who 
sent out the first dramatic productions on 
the Columbia Circuit approached Equity, 
the Council realized that this might be 
an opportunity to broaden the scope of 


employment, and endeavored to find a 
common ground on which the require- 
ments of Equity and of the Columbia 


Circuit might be met. The Council of- 
fered to permit 10 performances week 
before the payment for extra perform- 
ances began, as it now allows in the case 
of stock companies. The Columbia pro- 
ducers replied that the policy of the Cir- 
cuit compelled at least 12 and sometimes 
15 performances a week, and this the 
Council could not see its way clear to 
grant under the majority wish of its As- 
sociation’s general membership. For any 
concessions allowed to this Circuit, it 
must be understood, could not be denied 
any other similar group or producer. The 
Sunday matter was out of the Council's 
control,
